thes, as if they expeéted every Day a General 
Bankrupfie. 

Abroad Promifcuous Difafters Vifit us every 
Day, the Spenifh Trade loft, the Turkey Trade 
Wounded and Tedious, our Market of Manu: 
faétures at Cadiz ftop’d, the Reflux of Money- 
turn’d into France, the Canary Trade entirely 
loft, our Mland Trade ruin’d by Loffes at Sea, 
not of Ships only, but of whole Fleets; witnefs 
now two Barbadoes Fleets, of neither of which, 


half ever came Home; eur Tobacco low, aad 


all our Boafts of the Ruffian Trade, Ruin’d and 
come to nothing. 
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Our Ships loft, Wages to Seanien dear, and 
Extravagant Freights of Ships high in propor- 
tion; At which end of our Misforcunes, fhall a 
Poor Author begin?

The Stop of our Manufaétures, has divers 
Reafons to be given for it, but moft of them 
are deduc’d from thefe two. 

1. The Invafion of our Capital Trade of 
Woollen Cloth, by our running upon light, 
thin, and Novel Wearing of Stuffs, Druggets, 
and Toys, in the room of our Broad-Cloath, 
the Ancient Standard Commodity, and Staple 
Trade of this Nation. 

This is an Evil to our Manufaéture, becaufe 
it neither employs fo many Hands, nor Con- 
iumes the Quantity of Wooll. 

Ina late Difcourfe againft the Tranfpofing 
the Manufaéture from the Country to Spimle- 
Fields, a Gentleman fancied he anfwer’d my 
Objeétions againft the Workhoufes, in an Inge- 
nious Letter, which I am not at all afraid to 
Incert at large, not doubting, but the Nature 
of the Thing will {peak for, and anfwer it felf; 
and therefore fhall begin the next Paper with a 
more exaét Account of my Thoughts upon that 
Head. 

Mean time I cannot but take Notice of fome- 
thing whicb I reckon a little unaccountable, e- 
{pecially confidering the Gentlemen that are
